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In early July 1951 Soviet advisor Hua~ko-li-fu (# & # & ) CeValikov) and 
20 Soviet engineers flew to Hainan from Hankow to direct the construction 

of reinforced concrete defense works and heavy artillery positions in Hainan. 
The following areas are to be fortified: 


a. astern Hainan: From Chinglou (110- , 12= )Harbor to Holo (110-26, 18-58). 


be Southern Hainan: From ingkoyavi Harbor (108-2, 18-31) to Lingshui Harbor, 
Lingahui (109-56, 18-35) District. 


c. Western Hainan: From Hsinyine (yj ® ) Harber, Linkao (109-43, 19=56) 
District to Pelli Harbor (10-3, 19-08). 


d. Noxthern Hainan: Ptuch'ien Harbor (110- , 20— } to Linkao. 


In lete August every harbor in Hainan had one or two Soviet-made long range 
coastal defenge guns and modern anti-aircraft weapona. Harbora and other 
possible landing areas were protected by fortificationa. 


In late August elements of the Hainan Military District Command, organized 
from troops of the Hainan Colum, were disposed as follows: the 1 Regiment, 
north Hainan; the 2 Regiment, west 4ainan; the 3 Regiment, south Hainan; the 
h Regiment, west Hainan; the 5 Regiment and an independent battalion in 
central Hainan. : 


In mid-August the Hainan military authorities ordered the 127 Division and 
3,000 civilian laborers recruited from Vonch'ang (110-42, 19-42), Ch'iungtung 
(110-28, 19-23), Warning (110-23,'18~50) and Lingshui (109-56, 13~35) to 
build defense works from Lohui (110-27, 19-13) to Lingshui. The work is to 
be completed before the end of 1951. 
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%, In late Auguab an engineer rrviment of the ki Army was ordered by Chinese 
Commntat authorities in Hainan to build a total of four fortressea at 
Tunguchiao (111- , 19~ ) and Chinghsinohiao (1l0- , 20- ), Highways 
connecting Ttungkuchiae, Chinghsinchiao, and Wengttien (110-55, 19=57)53 and 
Wenchiao (10-51, 19-4l)<cnd Hengthien arevttoyagser construction. 


6. In mid-August the h3 Army stationed at Haik'ou selected 26 young staff officers 
with good combat records and educational background and sent them to 
25X1X the Naval Branch Academy at Yulin for training. SUNG Shi-ju was the top 
i trainea prospect in this group. 


7. On 12 August one battalion of 500 men of an artillery regiment, commanded by 
CHIA Exh-hsiung (@ J. de), with two small caliber anti-aircraft guns, two 
Soviet-made 122 ma guna, four amall cannons, two anti-aircraft guns, and 
hordes and donkeya arrived in Shenkout, Chihwan (113-50, 22-28) at the tip 
of Nantfoushan (113-96, 2231) peninsula. These troops were from Canton.
